Invasion Fleet Steams 
safely Past Heavily 
Armed Corregidor 


MANILA, Saturday, Feb. 17.— 
(P)—Recapture of historic Bataan 
peninsula was proclaimed today 
as llth Corps Americans, landed 
at the south’ tip Thursday under 
Corregidor’s silenced guns, seized 
Mariveles harbor and airdrome to 
clamp a trap on several thousand 
disorganized Japanese troops. 

Protected by guns of the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet, which shelled Cor- 
regidor fortress, and by planes of 
the Far East Air Force, the Ameri- 
cans swung around from the Olon- 
gapo naval base in Subic bay to 
establish a 500-yard beachhead at 
Mariveles. American losses were 
light. 

A fourth division—the Sixth— 
was thrown into the raging battle 
for Manila, meanwhile. The thus 
reinforced 14th Corps drove 
through to the bay front on an 
800-yard front to reduce Japanese 
holdings in the city’s heart to a 
triangle of about 3,000 yards by 
2,000. The enemy still was resist- 
ing bitterly. 

SWIFT ACTION 

On Bataan the Americans drove 
swiftly inland to close an 18-mile 
gap between them and a strong 
U. S. force moving down the Ma- 
nila bay shore of the peninsula 
from the north. 

“We have captured Bataan,” 
Gen. MacArthur announced. Thus

Five Bodies Believed 
Left in Wreckage 
Of Monster Plane 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—(#) — 
Wreckage of the Superfortress that 
crashed and exploded in Flushing 
bay was located today, spurring 
hopes for early recovery of the 
bodies of Maj. Billy Southworth 
Jr., of Sunbury, Ohio, and four 
other missing crew members. 

A section believed to be the 
giant bomber’s nose and cabin was 
found less than 24 hours after the 
plane, en route to’Florida from 
Mitchell Field, N. Y., overshot La 
Guardia Fidld in an attempted 
emergency landing and plunged 
into the bay. 

First Army Air Force officials, 
who took shiune of the salvage 
work, said the five bodies prob- 
= were in the wreckage or “in 

locality.” Four other crew 
condos and a civilian passenger 
were rescued. 

Southworth, 27, son of William 
H, Southworth, St. Louis Cardinals 
manager, was the B-29’s pilot.

HARBOR CLEARED FIRST 

Maj. Gen, Charles P. Hall’s 11th 
Corpsmen landed at  Mariveles 
Thursday morning. Preceding the 
landing, the harbor was cleared of 
mines “in a daring and skillful op- 
eration,” today’s communique said. 

The American battle for Ba- 
taan’s recapture opened Jan. 29 
with U. S. landings on the Sam- 
bales province coast in a push to- 
ward Olongapo. 

From Mariveles, big land guns 
can be set up to shell Corregidor. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Jim Hutcheson, aboard the attack 
force flagship, said the invasion 
fleet steamed unscathed past Cor- 
regidor, which fired only a half- 
dozen shots. 

The 38th Division units com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. William C. 
Chase pushed quickly inland from 
a beachhead of 500 yards. Bombed 
and shelled Mariveles was occu- 
pied immediately. Two nearby air- 
fields were seized. 

FOUR-MILE GAP

APPLETON, Wis., Feb. 16.—(UP)—Sgt. Avery E. Wilber had sur- 
vived the horrors of Cabanatuan and Bilibid; the semistarvation and 
filth of stinking Japanese work camps in the Philippines. For 30 


months he had endured this. 

So, he thought the worst was‘ 
over when he and some 1,800 com- 
rades were put aboard a Japanese 
prison ship last Oct. 11. But the 
worst was just ahead— 


STENCH UNBEARABLE 

The Japs herded them like cat- 
tle into the filthy hold of a small, 
rickety transport. There were no 
sanitary facilities to speak of— 
only four five-gallon buckets. The 
stench was unbearable. The heat 
was stifling. Food consisted of 
one teacup of cooked rice twice 
daily and a canteen of dirty water 
once a day. Scores of prisoners 
were stricken with dysentery and 
other sickness. Five men died. 
Hundreds of others went out of 
their minds.

Virtually All Germany Is Placed 
Under Martial Law for Last Stand 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—()—Hitler‘ “onT the death sentence will be so swift 


and Himmler imposed martial law 
upon virtually all Germany and 
poised. the executioner’s ax today 
with a decree establishing courts- 
martial to “handle ruthlessly” 
anyone who shirks the Nazi death 
struggle. 

The “courts of summary justice” 
will be set up immediately in all 
invasion-threatened areas of the 
Reich, with power to deal the 
death sentence to anyone who at- 
tempts, “ cow- 
ardice or selfishness,” to evade his 
duties. 

The decree, broadcast by the 
German radio, meant that even in 
deepest Bavaria a German could 
be sentenced to death for selfish- 
ness in refusing shelter to a refu- 
gee from an overrun province or 
for “damaging the Reich” by ut- 
tering or repeating a rumor. 

The summary courts are to be 


established, said the decree, 
orders of the Fuehrer in agree- 
ment with the reichsminister of 
the interior (Himmler),” and they 
will be packed firmly with Nazis. 

Residing judges will be “as- 
sisted” by political leaders or sec- 
tion leaders of the Nazi party and 
by officers of the Army, the SS 
Elite Guard or the police. » Since 
Hitler is commander in chief of 
the army and Himmler controls 
the SS and the police, it will be 
a thoroughly Nazi setup. 

Before the summary courts will 
be brought all persons charged 
with “crimes by which German 
fighting strength or fighting de- 
termination are endangered.” This 
could cover almost any dereliction 
in the invasion-torn Reich. 

Defendants before the special 
courts either will be given the 
death penalty or win acquittal—

In announcing the decree, the 
reichsminister of justice said, in 
part: 

“The difficult struggle for the 
continued life of the Reich re- 
quires that every German should 
be ready to fight and display his 
devotion unto the last. 

“Whoever tries to escape his 
duties to the community, especial- 
ly out of cowardice or selfishness, 
must immediately be dealt with, 
applying the necessary rigor so 
that the Reich shall suffer no dire 
result from the failure of an in- 
dividual. 

“The procedure shall be gov- 
erned by the spirit of the regula-

T 
don’t know how many were left 
in the holds who were wounded or 
too sick to move. The ship was 
in sight for about an hour, but 
I don’t know how it could have 
stayed afloat much longer.

Ethridge Says 
South Needs 
Wallace'sKind 


By Associ Press. 

The hope of the south lies in 
men like Henry Wallace rather 
than some of its own political 
leaders, Publisher Mark Ethridge, 
of the Louisville (Ky.) Courier- 
Journal, declared here last night. 

Ethridge, in an address to the 
Georgia Academy of Political and 
Social Sciences, branded as “‘south- 
ern reactionaries” Democratic Sen. 
George of Georgia, Byrd of Vir- 
ginia, Bailey of North Carolina, 
McKellar of Tennessee, and Con- 
nally of Texas. 

“The hope of the south does 
not lie in men like that,” said 
the Kentucky publisher. “They 
do not represent what its people 
are thinking and they do not ad- 
vocate the extension of democracy 
and take their chance on what 
the people are thinking. 

“The hope of the south is in 
men like Wallace, who are ready 
to fight the centralization which 
has been a curse to all sections 
of this country except the east: 
who are ready to use the credit 
and resources of this country to 
develop still more resources in 
their regions.” ’ 

In Washington, Senators George, 
Connally and Bailey said they had 
“no comment” on Ethridge’s state- 
ments, while Senators Byrd and 
McKellar were not available. 

With Wallace, Ethridge linked 
Gov. Ellis Arnall of Georgia, Dem- 
ocratic Senators Pepper of Flor- 
ida and Hill of Alabama, and “a 
dozen young congressmen from 
the south who have broken through 
the domination of political ma- 
chines and won by direct appeal

Ethridge described the current 
battle over President Roosevelt’s 
selection of Wallace to be secre- 
tary of commerce as a _ historic 
struggle for power inside the Dem- 
ocratic party and said “his chal.-, 
lenge to the southern reactionaries 
is all the greater because the 
southern tory is the most reaction- 
ary man in America; he adds to his 
economic bourbonism a dismaying 
cynicism toward civil rights and 
the democratic process.” 

‘The southern bourbons see in 
Wallace’s coming to power the 
possible destruction of tight little 
machines which keep them in of- 
fice,” he added. . 

“An aggressive liberalism and 
a disposition to move ahead is 
the only thing that can save the 
south from a further decline into 
poverty, illiteracy and backward- 
ness when the postwar boom is 
over.”

Continued From First Page 
firm the German announcement 
that Crossen already had fallen. 

A Russian pilot who flew over 
Berlin reported the devastated 
city was “one vast traffic jam” 
and that all streets leading to the 
southwest were crammed with 
cars and trucks and civilians. 
Moscow repeated its assertion that 
the Nazi government had moved 
to Nuernburg, 227 miles to the 
southwest. 

The German-controlled Scandi- 
navian telegraph bureau reported 
that 70,000 persons had been kill- 
ed in Dresden by the four Allied 
raids this week and that the city 
was badly wrecked. 

A roaring battle raged on a ten- | 
mile front south and east of Kleve, | 
where Field Marshal Montgom- 
ery’s offensive crunched south- 
eastward yard by yard 
strongly-reinforced German line 
standing between his forces and 
the rich Ruhr and Rhineland. 

Over a battlefield where hun- 
dreds of big guns blazed, swarms 
of Allied warplanes attacked with 
bombs, bullets and rockets, trying 
to knock the Germans from rising 
ground before the three strategic 
road networks of Goch, Uedem 
and Calcar. 

HERRENVOLK FLEE 

The Canadian First Army—now 
disclosed to be made up of 75 per 
cent British forces—was about 
two miles from Calcar, five miles 
from Uedem and two and a half 
miles from Goch. More Allied 
tanks were joining the bruising 
struggle as the ground firmed 
underneath. 

German civilians, men, women 
and children, streamed from the 
battle zone, seeking safety behind 
the Allied lines. 

Special courts-martial were set 
up in all invasion-threatened areas 
of Germany to “handle ruthless- 
ly” anyone shirking the Nazi 
death struggle. 

The Italian front was quiet. 
REDS SEIZE 50 PLACES 

The Russians captured 50 locali- 


ties and gained up to 18 miles dur- 
-|ing the day in cleaning out a big 


enemy pocket between the Bober 
and Oder rivers, hurling the ene- 
my into a marshy stretch one to 
three miles: wide between Cros- 
sen and captured Rothenburg. The 
latter is six miles northwest of 
Gruenberg, seized Thursday. 

South of Gruenberg more than 
1,500 Germans were captured on 
Thursday, and also an arsenal 
containing 350 guns, 150 gun and 
mortar barrels, 1,500 heavy ma- 
chingguns, and a large quantity of 
ammunition, the bulletin said. 

Two hundred localities were 
taken in the encirclement of Bres- 
lau, first announced two days be- 
fore by Berlin. In completing the 
ring around the city the Russians 
had cut eight railways and seven 
highways leading into Breslau, 
which is 107 miles southeast of 
Crossen. 

Northwest of Budapest, Hun- 
garian capital which fell Tuesday 
after a siege of nearly 50 days, 
the Russians captured 3,400 more 
Germans, completing the liquida- 
tion of a sizeable enemy band 
which had broken out of the So- 
viet siege ring and tried to escape. 

This raised to approximately 
133,000 the number of Axis pris- 
oners taken in the Budapest bat- 
tle, one of the fiercest of the’ war. 
Moscow has not yet announced 
the enemy death toll, which is 
expected to exceed 50,000. 


SCOTTISH TROOPS GAIN 

On the western front, Scottish 
infantry driving east and gaining 
nearly a mile were attacking bit- 
terly defended heights south of 
Moyland, possibly within two miles 
of Calcar and 17 from Wesel at 
the gateway to the industrial Ruhr 
valley. 

The Germans had thrown in ele- 
ments of eight divisions to block 
the path to the Ruhr—last great 
source of enemy munitions. 

Massed German artillery and 
mortars earlier in the day pinned 
down the advance on pivotal 
Goch along the Niers rives, but a 
late dispatch said that once more 
the British were advancing on 
Hassum, three miles west of 
Goch.

A county police report that Sher- 
iff A. B. (Bud) Foster was un- 
der the influence of intoxicants 
when his car hit a telephone pole 
a week ago, has been branded 
rout ‘political ‘persecution” by Fos- 
er 

In a police accident form, which 
was completed yesterday after 
Chief'C. H. Millians investigated 
the case, County Patrolmen A. H. 
Barton and W. F. Whitaker said 
that Foster and an unnamed wom- 
an were the occupants of the sher- 
iff’s car when they arrived at the 
scene of an accident on the Roose- 
velt highway, one mile from Col- 
lege Park, at 12:20 a. m. last 
Saturday. 

The policemen reported that 
Foster “had been drinking” and 
his ability to drive was “impair- 
ed.» They added that there was 
a broken bottle of whisky in the 
car. The report also stated that 
Foster had fallen asleep at the 
wheel of the car which hit a guide 
wire on a telephone pole and left 
the pavement. 

Foster said the story “is the 
most vicious piece of political per- 


could cook up.” He denied having 
been intoxicated and the presence 
in the car. ; 

“I did have an accident a week 
ago,” he added, “and did have to 
have my car towed in and repair- 
ed, but that part of the story in- 
sinuating wrongful conduct or that 
I was drinking is utterly untrue.” 

The sheriff intimated that he 
believed some members of the 
county commission, or political op- 
ponents, had secretly publicized 
the story. Foster has entered a 
controversy over the position of 
T. Ralph Grimes as chief deputy, 
and was severely criticized by 
Commissioner I. Gloer Hailey for 
his action. 

‘“‘Whether I have the right to ap- 
point my own chief deputy is now 
in the courts,” Foster added in 
a statement, “and I will abide by 
whatever the final decision may 
be in the supreme court of Geor- 
gia. In the meanwhile, I will 
not be intimidated by personal 
attacks on my character by cer- 
tain politicians.” 

No case was made against Fos- 
ter by the officers. Chief Mil- 
lians explained that arrests in 
such cases are within the discre- 
tion of investigating officers.

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Establishing a Dangerous Precedent 


A local bill has been introduced in the 
state legislature which will allow Fulton 
county to incur new debts for school pur- 
poses upon the approval of two-thirds of 
those voting on the question, provided 
those voting constitute a majority of the 
qualified registration list. 


Another local bil, on the other hand, 
will allow the city of Atlanta to incur new 
debts for school purposes merely upon the 
approval of a majority of those voting in 
an election on the question. This bill has 
already passed the house. 


Either it is too lenient to allow the city 
to issue bonds to build schools upon the 
approval of a simple majority of however 


many people might vote on the question 
or it is too restrictive to require that the 
county get the approval of two-thirds of 
a majority of the entire registration list. 


As for us, The Constitution is a con- 
stant friend of education and has en- 
deavored consistently to have bond issues 
ratified so that the city’s and county’s 
inadequate school facilities might be aug- 
mented and improved. 

Nevertheless, as anxious as we are to 
see the long-needed building program be- 
gun, it seems to us that the city authori- 
ties are establishing a dangerous precedent 
when they propose so drastic a change in 
the procedure whereunder bonds for any 
purpose may be issued. 


Just the Beginning for Tokyo 


Tokyo, today, has tasted a small sample 
of the war which American ships, Ameri- 
can planes and American men will, in the 
coming months, bring home to her. In one 
day, 1,300 planes from a great U. S. task 
force roared over military installations at 
the Japanese capital, at Yokohama and 
other mainland points, pouring more than 
1,000 tons of high explosive bombs upon 
the enemy in the first naval air attack 
since Gen. Doolittle’s. 


It seems a long time since that first 
Doolittle raid against Tokyo. We have 
grown accustomed to raids on the home 
city of Hirohito by B-29s based at Saipan 
or on the Chinese mainland. Now we read 
of raids from a great fleet of aircraft car- 
riers, only 300 miles off the Japanese 
coast. 


As this newest raid is greater than the 
Doolittle, so will future raids exceed this. 
As they increase in weight and power, 
multiplying the agony which Tokyo must 
undergo, no longer will the Japanese mili- 
tarists be able to deceive their people as 
to the course of the war. The falling 
bombs give the lie to claims of Japanese 
victories on sea or land. 


And each bomb that falls carries with 
it retribution, not alone for Pearl Harbor 
and the infamous Bataan March of Death, 
but also for all the Chinese cities, with 
their hundreds of thousands of helpless 
women and children who perished in the 
early days of Nip invasion. The Japanese, 
like the Germans, are now paying for the 
atrocious crimes of evil leaders they once 
willingly followed.

Republican 
Statesmanship

No president engaged in critical international negotiations could 
ask much more of the opposing political party at home than Roose- 
velt has received from the Republican party during the last few 
weeks. Sen. Vandenberg’s speeches, the letter from the freshmen 
senators to the President, in which the Republicans joined their 
Democratic colleagues; Sen. Ferguson’s resolution, John Foster 
Dulles’ speeches, and Dewey’s Lincoln Day addresses—all have 
strengthened the President’s hand. The shrunken group of dis- 
senters, with the notable exception of Sen. Wheeler, a Democrat, 
have remained silent. As a rule, these declarations have not only 
indorsed the President’s declaration objectives, they have urged 
him to pursue them with the utmost vigor. Thus, instead of acting 
as a brake, as the Republican leadership, in the great majority, did 
during the period leading up to the present war, it is acting as a 
spur. It is urging the President to make far-reaching commit- 
ments and to obtain them from our Allies. 

This would be dangerous only if it were to whip up exaggerated 
expectations of what can be accomplished immediately. There is a 
note of perfectionism running through some of the recent Repub- 
lican utterances—although no stronger than in those of the Presi- 
dent and former Secretary Hull. If the failure to achieve in every 
respect what we regard as a just peace should cause a swing back 
to cynicism and isolationism under Republican leadership, the sin- 
cerity of some of the recent Republican utterances would become 
suspect. However, like the President, Dewey and Vandenberg 
have both warned or acknowledged that we cannot expect to win 
every argument with our Allies. , 

These Republican spokesmen have been emphasizing, further- 
more, that if we don’t like what our Allies do we are not going to 
pick up our marbles and come home—that, on the contrary, we 
will continue to work for a peace that is both secure and just. 
Vandenberg’s proposal of treaties pledging the demilitarization of 
Germany and Japan is unconditional. He says, in effect, that it is 
vital to the interest of this country that when these wars have been 
won they shall be kept won. But, he also says, we are not going 
to underwrite other features of the ‘peace settlement if they seem 
to us flagrantly unjust. This do@s not mean that we will not take 
part in a world security organization. It means rather that we 
— se our influence to try to correct arrangements which we do 
not like. 

Dewey said: “We shall accept in the future neither isolationism 
nor abdication.” This is a succinct warning that our reaction to 
disappointments at the series of peace-making conferences will not 
be withdrawal. The worth of these declarations, as an expression 
of firm opinion within the Republican party—and within the nation 
as a whole—will be tested.by the reaction to the specific interna- 
tional agreements reached at the Black Sea and ensuing interna- 
tional conferences. But it is hard to conceive how Dewey, Van- 
denberg and the other Republican leaders who have spoken on 
foreign policy during the last few weeks could have done more, 
by words alone, to convince the world that the President, in inter- 
national affairs, acts for a united nation. They have attained a 
high level of statesmanship. ¢

Are Finest Estate 


It is an obvious truism that it matters not 
how we die, what matters is how we have lived 
before death came. It is the memories that 


mefi and women leave with the living that constitute the true 
ievement of their lives. ; 


To die, to sleep, to breathe earth’s air no more, :is but the pass- 
ing to another spiritual realm, a passing made sweet with the 
knowledge that there are left behind friends who will smile in 
happy remembrance whenever the name of the beloved dead is 
mentioned.

Cora Knox Haslett was, for 37 years, treasurer of the home 
for old. ladies at 891 West End avenue, that pleasant refuge for 
ladies who have achieved the lovely serenity of advanced years, 
known: either as “Eventide” or the Rhodes Memorial home, 

The story of this home is a 


Benefit at DeGive Theater fascinating thing. One of the 


points of climax is that incident of the benefit performance, given 
at the old DeGive Opera House—it stood where Loew’s Grand 
theater is now—in September, 1905. They raised $1,600 for the 
home, that evening, for the building fund needed, then, to pur- 
chase a permanent home. 

Look at this partial list of noted Atlantans who took part in 
that benefit. (My information does not extend to description of 
the performances they gave.) Rev. Sam Small, John Temple Graves, 
Rabbi David Marx, Father Gunn, Frank L. Stanton and Mrs. Liv- 
ingston Mims. 

But, to go a little further back in local history: 

The home was first opened in June, 1905, with three residents, 
in a little adobe cottage on the corner of Peachtree and Cain 
streets. In September of the same year the Masons wanted to 
begin construction of their new temple on that site, so the home 
for old ladies, now with 17 residents, moved to a house at 19 E. 
Mitchell street, provided for them for two years by the late A. K. 
Hawkes. During these two years the home was maintained by 
gifts and regular contributions and a building fund started. With 
the aid of the above mentioned benefit the fund grew to $5,000, 
W. E. Wimpy had a charming colonial residence, priced at $15,000. 
He donated $5,000 of this price, the trustees paid $5,000 down 
and the remaining $5,000 was left to be paid later. This was 
done, improvements made and everything seemed set until a fire 
damaged the home. Repairs were made but it was evident the 
elderly residents had lost the essential feeling of security. 

A. G. Rhodes, interested in the home by Mrs. Haslett while 
she was visiting his Florida neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Lee Hagen, 
offered to provide a new, larger and fireproof building, provided 
all debts were paid up first and that the new building should be 
known as the Rhodes Memorial. 

The late Lewis Beck paid up all outstanding debts and the 
new home was built, and still stands as “Eventide,” one of Atlanta’s 
finest institutions, a home for almost five score elderly ladies 
who find there not only comfort and peace, but the joy of happy 
companionship and the privilege of congenial friends and surround- 


ings. 

; ; And there is not a lady at the home who 
Their Best F riend would not agree with the statement that 
Cora Knox Haslett was one of the best and best beloved friends 
they ever had. 

Mrs. Haslett was a native of Newton county. She came to 
Atlanta as a child with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Peter P. Knox. 
She was educated in Atlanta’s schools and, after her marriage to 
Robert V. Haslett, became treasurer of the home in 1908, a posi- 
tion she held until her death this month. 

Her interest in the home was founded on her love for its resi- 
dents. She found there an outlet for that overflowing love for 
humanity which was her great characteristic. 

The average Atlantan, probably, never heard of Cora Knox 
mma If they did, the name had no special significance for 
them. 

But she leaves a great memorial to a lovely career, a memorial 
in the hearts of hundreds of elderly ladies whose closing years 
lens gg happier and sweeter because of their friendship with

FDR Avoiding Wilson Mistakes 


WASHINGTON.—While there is some carping against 
President Roosevelt's selection of delegates for the approaching San 
Francisco conference of the United Nations, the general view is that 
the President has gone very very far in an effort to avoid the 
supreme mistake of President Woodrow Wilson. 


Mr. Wilson rejected proposals that he name such ou 
Republicans as Elihu Root and William H. Taft to sit in the Wor 
War I peace conference. The only delegate to that conference classi- 
fied as a Republican was the late Henry White, a career diplomat 
whose sole taint of partisanship was that he had been fired from 
secretaryship in the embassy at London by President Grover Cleve 
land to make way for a deserving Democrat. 


In contrast, the San Francisco delegation, which almost cer- 
tainly is intended to be continued into the over-ail peace conference 
if it works out satisfactorily, includes three orthodox Republicans 
and one member unidentified politically, in a total of eight. 


Sen. Vandenberg, who heads the Republican group, recently 
delivered a speech outlining his international views, which has won 
indorsement from at least threé-fourths of the Republican member- 
ship of both houses of congress. 

Rep. Charles A. Eaton, in addition to being the ranking Repub- 
lican member of the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the house, 
has worked harmoniously with Vandenberg on all matters of party 
my 

O and Vandenberg counseled frequently with Gov, 
Thomas E. Dewey and John Foster Dulles during the recent 
dential campaign and were in full accord with the foreign po 
which Dewey expressed. ' 


Stassen Such Republican criticism of the President's selections 
as has been heard is rey Roe rene Aen Harold E. 
Stassen, former governor of Minnesota and 2 a naval com 
mander serving as flag secretary to Adm. William F. Halsey. 

The main counts advanced against Stassen are (1) that the

_ The important point about Stassen is that, in addition to his 
having been a thrice-elected Republican governor of an important 
western state, he has been on the active fighting front for two 
years and hence is well qualified to speak for men and women in 
the armed services. 

- It can be stated with complete assurance that the appointment 
of Stassen is highly pleasing to both Sen. Vandenberg and Rep. 
Eaton. Vandenberg and Stassen are especially close friends. 

The member of the delegation not identifiable either as a Demo- 
crat or a Republican is Virginia Gildersleeve, dean of Barnard 
College, presumably ‘named to represent American womanhood. 

Much is being made of Sen. Vandenberg’s refusal to say im-. 
mediately whether he will accept membership in the San Fran 
‘cisco delegation, but it is unlikely that this arises from any im- 
portant dissatisfaction with accomplishments of the Crimean con- 
ference, as so far announced. 

Sen. Vandenberg has received no formal invitation to the con- 
ference; nor has any representative of the administration discussed 
it with him. He may ask some question as to both Crimean re 
sults and as to perpen and procedure of the impending meeting, 
but it is virtually certain that he will eventually accept the ap- 
pointment for which he has been slated. 


Votin Plan Specifically, the voting scheme worked out for 
g the proposed “world-controlling” international 
council would seem to be right up Vandenberg’s alley. 

As authoritatively reported, the wenn "rw proposed by Roose- 
velt and accepted by Stalin and Churchill, would require a unani- 
mous vote of the big five (the United States, Russia, Britain, France 
and China) only where the question was one of punitive action. 
All other issues would be decided by majority vote of the full coun- 
cil membership, with any member debarred from voting if his 
nation was the one complained about. 

Sen. Vandenberg has contended that if the council ever reaches 
the point of proposing punitive war measures against one of the 
Big Three (the United States, Russia or Britain), the council pro- 
cedure would be superseded in any case. 

Further, he has argued that “the genius of Dumbarton Oaks is 
not the use of military force at all. It is the substitution of inter- 
national law for piracy; the substitution of peace for war.” 

Under the new formula, all measures of intervention by the 
council short of war—investigation, conciliation, arbitration, refer- 
ence of the case to a world court, and the like—would be instituted 
by majority vote. when these methods all had failed and war
